Western American Roads Say There 
Must be:an/Increase, 


HIGHER WAGES THE REASON) 


Railway Officials Say Large Revenucs are 
Necessary in Order to Meet Demands 
of Employees.

Chicago, April 5—DBankruptey or an 
immediate increase in freight rates 
was the cry sent up from the gen- 
eral offices of the» big: western  rail- 
roads. yesterday, following the boost 
in wages: voluntarily given the em- 
ployces of the Pennsylvania and the 
Reading lines, which action has al- 
read; been felt in the increased un- 
easiness in the western railroad wage 
situation, 

“Tn order to maintain our equip- 
ment, pay’ our dividends and at. the 
same time increase our wage sched- 
ule,” said vice-President If. W. Me- 
Kenna, of the Milwaukee road, “we 
must increase our receipts. There is 
but one way, and that is to raise 
our freight rates. 

“Shippers protest at the very men- 
tion of such a thing. It is time they 
realized that, as the railroads are the 
life-blood of the country, unless they 
are kept up to the standard demanded 
by heavy traffic, the country which 
they keep alive will feel the result- 
ant effects and, lacking nourishment, 
will grow sick and die. \ 

“The panic of 1907 will be only a 
flea bite compared to the panic we are 
facing unless conditions are allowed 
to adjust themselves, ‘The roads have 
but one alternative. They must. in- 
crease their revenue through higher 
rates.” us 

“Probably only 25 per cent. of the 
750,000 employees of the western lines 
have presented their wage demands,” 
said Mason Thompson. “The remain- 
ing 75. per cent., however, will ‘un- 
questionably be settled by arbitration 
and without strike. The action of the 
Pennsylvania in increasing wages 
probably will have some effect on 
western lines.

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BUILD CANAL 
TO EDMONTON 


Engineer Tells} Parliamentary. Com- 
mittee it Should be Done. 


FROM HERETO LAKE SUPERIOR 


Mr. Louis Coste Says Such a Canal is 
Needed to Preserve the Grain 
Carrying Trade. 


Ottawa, April 5—DBefore the spe- 
cial committee of the Commons, ap- 
the Conmee bill 
for the incorporation of a company to 
build a canal from Lake Winnipeg to 
Lake Superior yesterday, Louis Coste, 
former deputy Minister of Public 
Works, and now a member of the 
International Waterways Commission, 
expressed the opinion that from an 
Giiygiiieering point of view ‘the pro- 
posed canal was feasible, It would be 
possible, he said, to build a canal 
along the proposed route forty feet 
wide and seven feet deep. In reply 
to a question Mr. Coste said that there 
would be no difficulty in storing up 
enough water during the flood season 
to supply sufficient water to carry the 
canal over the summit fifty miles from 
Lake Superior. 

While he had considered the matter 
only from an engineering point of 
view and had not made an estimate 
as to the cost of construction of the 
first fifty miles, he believed that the 
total cost of ‘the canal from Lake 
Superior to Rainy River could ‘not 
exceed twenty million dollars. Mr. 
Coste also declared. that sooner or 
later such a canal would be demand: 
ed by the country, not only along this 
route but from Lake Superior to Td- 
‘monton, otherwise in his opinion 
Canada would lose the grain carrying 
trade of the country, ‘

BONDS AND BOND SALES 


We have heard a good deal of late 
in this’ part of the country about 
bonds and bond sales. The subject is 
one that very few people can lay claim 
to much information in regard to, 
and it is accordingly not difficult for 
politicians to make capital out of the 
fact, Tor instance, surprise has been 
‘expressed that the A. & G. W. bonds 
carried 5 per cent. ‘To some pcople 
it was clear evidence of a crooked 
deal. In this connection, the leading 
article in this week’s Monetary Times 
is of interest . It is pointed out 
there that great changes are taking 
place in the bond market, that the 
demand for more speculative securities 
is having a very decided effect on the 
debentures of public bodies and doubt 
is expressed whether these are being 
made sufficiently attractive to cope 
with the industrials giving a return 
of from five to six per cent. Ontario 
municipals are yielding, the Monetary 
Times points out, approximately one 
per cent. more than they did a year 
ago, 

An article in Bradstreet’s of March 
12 also has a very decided bearing 
on this question. It has been the 
custom in the past to scll New York 
City bonds. bearing 3, 3% and 4 per 
cent. But these have started to sell 
considerably below par and as Brad- 
strect’s notes “only after carnest con- 
sideration and consultation with lead- 
ing bankers, whose participation now 
seems assured in the bidding,” the lat- 
est city issue carries 434 per cent. 
Yet the security for these is admitted 
to be about the best in existence. 
The departure brought considerable 
criticism, which the mayor resented. 
Commenting on his remarks, Brad-

which netted: the city 94.10 are now 
selling in London at 107. The last 
Edmonton 434 per cents. brought the 
city a record price of 101.4134, which 
so exceeded the general run of pre- 
vious sales as to be the subject of 
much congratulation. ‘These are 
now bringing 106. The purchasers of 
these bonds take a chance and if they 
make a cons:derable profit, it doesn’t 
follow that there has been loose work 
done. In fact, the regulations of the 
stock exchange are too stringent to 
make it possible for anything to have 
happened such_as has been charged 
in connection with the A. & G. W. 
bonds. When the name of a man 
like J. P. Morgan is associated with 
the transaction one would think that 
there would be some hesitation about 
making any such suggestions.

Would Not Accept Any Conditions| 


Laid Down by Vatican. 


DEMANDED PERFECT FREEDOM 
ay 
Vatican Authorities Expressed Hope That 
Nothing Would Happen as in the 


Fairbank’s Case. 


Rome, April 4—The determination 
of Mr. Roosevelt to forego the audi- 
ence with Pope Pius X rather than 
subscribe to the conditions imposed 
by the Vatican, has created a sensa- 
tion here. This unfortunate and un- 


expected incident overshadows every 


other feature of the distinguished Am- 


erican’s visit to the Eternal City. 
Mr. Roosevelt sought an audience 
with the Pontiff through American 


Ambassador Leishmann and received 
word that the Holy Father would be 
delighted to reccive him, but the 
answer was coupled with an expres- 
sion of the hope that the audience 
would not be prevented by any such 
regrettable incident as made an audi- 
ence for former Vice-President Fair- 
banks impossible. Mr. Roosevelt in 
turn stated that he could not accept 
any stipulation limiting his freedom of 
conduct. = 

To the latter message the Vatican 
made answer that an audience could 
not take place excepting on the «an- 
derstanding first made known on 
March 2oth. Mr. Roosevelt then sent 
Ambassador Lieshmann the following 
cable message: ‘Proposed presenta- 
tion is of course now impossible.”

MORMONS FOUND 
MEXICAN COLONY 


Take Up 35,000 Acres of Semi-arid 
Land Already Served by an 
Irrigation System. 


Del Rio, Texas, April 5—A_ col- 
ony of several thousand Mormons is 
to be located upon a tract of ‘35,000 
acres of irrigated land situated in 
Mexico, just opposite Del Rio, in 
Coahuila. The arrangements for. the 
establishment of this colony have al- 
ready been made with the leaders et 
the church in Utah and the new scet- 
tlers will begin to arrive as soon as 
the homes can be prepared for them 
The Mexican government is said to 


be giving the project substantial 
support and encouragement. The 


land that is to be used for coloniza- 
tion purposes was owned by General 
Lorenzo Trevino, who has been ac- 
tive in its irrigation development for 
several years. The irrigation system 
already in operation ecxtends to all 


of rice, corn, cotton and other pro- 
ducts are being raised. 

The Mormons have several colon- 
ies in the semi-arid regions of the 
State of Chihuahua, Mexico. They 
have converted portions of the desert 


into veritable aoses and are noted 
for their prosperiiy and good 
citizenship. The — water supply 


ior irrigating the 35,000 acres that 
are to be colonized is at present ob- 
tained from the San Diego river, ang 
if that stream should not provide z 
sufficient quantity of the life-giving 
fluid, and unlimited amount can be ob- 
tained from the Rio Grande, which 
the land fronts for many miles. 

It is planned by the colonists to es+ 
tablish a number of large industrial 
establishments in’ connection with 
their farms. These will include a 
rice mill, cottonseed oil mill, soap fac- 
tory, fibre extracting plant and other 
manufacturing concerns. Under the 
concessions that the Mexican govern- 
ment has granted for the establish- 
ment of this colony the new settlers 
will be premitted to enter their house- 
hold goods, farm implements and 
machinery and other articles for do- 
mestic and comniercial use free of 
duty.

OLD PROVINCE IS 
LOSING FARMERS 


Statistics Show That 19,000 People 
Left Rural Districts in Quebec 
: Last Year. 


Quebee, April 5—Members of the 
provincial legislature have been sur- 
prised on receiving statistics from the 
federal agent of colonization showing 
that during the year 1909 at least 
19,003 people have left. their homes 
in rural districts of the province of 
Quebec, the great majority having 
left the province altogether. 


The startling part of this, as viewed 
by the members of the legislature, 
is that of the foregoing total, at Icast 
10,05t people left Quebec for the 
United States. 

There is a total of 695 parishes in 
the province; and of these statistics 
have been received from 603 parishes, 
which means an average of 31.71 de- 
partures per parish; and 16.23 for the 
United States. 

These figures are being prepared by 
Mr. Rene Dupont, the federal agent of 
colonization, and he thought it inter-

Against United States. 


INTERESTS ANTAGONISTIC 


Japan Fears Present Friendly jRelations 


~~ May End in Alliance With China... 

Paris, April 5.—The memoirs — of 
Vice-Admiral Fournier, commander of 
the ‘Mediterranean squadron of — the 
French navy, in which he discussed 
particularly: the possibility. of a war 
between the United States and Japan, 
and the resultant danger of dragging 
all Europe into a terrible conflict are 
now being published. The memoirs 
cause something of-a sensation in po- 
litical and diplomatic cireles. 

Admiral Fournier accords the star 


role on the stage of imternational poli- |. 


tics to the German emperor—not oniy 
in Europe, says the writer, where the 
Fmpcror is trying desperately to cir- 
cumvent the Jeague of powers against 
him, but also indirectly as an influen- 
tial factor in the relations between 
the United States and Japan. 

Admiral Vournicr says that it is 
useless to deny any possibility of war 
between the United States and Japan, 
as a result of popular irritation “in 
America should Japan's demands or 
Japan's policies of absorption prove 
intolerable to Uncle Sam's excessive 
self-esteem and prospects in the Far 
Kast. 

Those interests, the Admiral adds, 
are antagonistic to those of Japan, 
which, being pushed on by fate to ex- 
pand on the Asiatic continent by con- 
quest or diplomatic victory, secks to 
become predominant in the very re- 
gions which the United States pro- 
tects in supporting the integrity of 
China and the policy of the “open 
door.” 

The Admiral deelares that. Japan’s 
great fear is that the friendly rela- 
tions between the United States and 
China will culminate in an out and 
out alliance, and thus ine the event of 
war the United States would have a 
base of operations and general re- 
sources superior to the Philippines. 
Japan’s increased armaments, — there- 
fore, are explanable, not as a menace 
to Russia, but in preparation to com- 
bat, before it is too late, the peril 
contained in America’s policies.

RUSSIA WILL 
BUILD NAVY 


ture of Five Hundred Million. 
FORMER NAVY DESTROYED 


Russians Have Great Aversion to the 
Water and Sailors are Secured 
Only hy Conscription. 


St. ePtersburg, April 5.—At the close 

of the Russo-Japanese war, Russia 
found herself practically without a 
navy for the pick of her fleets went 
out to do battle with Japan—and for 
them, as Fate will it, there was no 
return, 

It is quite obvious that the Rus- 
sians could not afford to let things re- 
main in this state for any length of 
time, und a series of semi-official an- 
nouncements, culminated the other 
day in a statement by the Russ that 
a gigantic naval programme is being 
prepared that will entail an expendi- 
ture of — 1,000,000,000 roubles, — or 
roughly five hundred million dollars. 

The largest item in the estimates is 
expected to be an order for 12 Dread- 
noghts, which $200,000,000 — will 
be spent. The rest will go into tor- 
pedo-boat destroyers, gunboats, sub- 
marines and transports, E 

The Russians, as a general rule, 
have an unconquerable dislike for the 
and for this reason they have 
never been, and never can expect to 
be ,a great naval power. ‘This aver- 
sion of the sea is rather quaintly 
illustrated by a story told of a high 
official at the Russian court who was 
commanded to accompany Nicholas 
Il. on a trip to Copenhagen. 

“How will your majesty travel?” he 
asked anxiously. 

“When the Czar replied that the 
journey would be made by sea on 
board the imperial yacht, the minister 
humbly craved permission to go by 
land. 

The Russian tar does not voluntarily 
enlist for the sea. Army and navy 
in Russia are fed by conscription, 
and, having reached the age of 21, 
the Russian is summoned to serve his 
country, but he never knows into 
which branch of ‘the service he is to 
be drafted. : 

Under this arrangement you will 
find on board the warships of Russia 
men who, during the first 21 years of 
their lives never saw a sail or 
jhandled an oar. Many of them had 
never even seen the sea before they 
were summoned from their farms to 
fight’ their country’s battles afloat. 
With the officers it is, of course, rath- 
er different, and many of these are 
Finnish gentlemen, who have known 
and loved the sea from their boy- 
hood.
